‘The other 
automatic company could not puarantee 
to carry out its work with anything like 
this despatch.

Montreal’s day of Mourning 


Two Hundred Thousand People 
Thronged the Crepe - Lined 
Streets During the Funeral 
of the Late Hon. Ray. 
mond Pretontaine 


Never in the history of Montreal 
and probably never in Canada has 


ary the twenty-fifth the splendid, 
though solemn, funeral cortege of 
Hon, Raymond Prefontaine, the 


late Minister of Marine and Fish- | 


eries. 

The day wasclear and cold and 
it is estimated that a full two hun- 
dred thousand 
thoroughfares from the city hall, 
where the remains had lain in state, 
on up to the St. James’ Cathedral, 
where the requiem-mass was sung, 
and on again to Cote des Neiges, 
the last resting place of the dead 
Minister. ‘To maintain clear space 
in front of the city hall early this 
morning, and allow the free pas- 
sage of the casket to the street, a 
force of a thousand militiamen, in- 
cluding fifty .cavalrymen, guarded 
the front of the city. hall, while a 
force of 150 policemen performed 
the actual- work~ of keeping the 
crowd in certain limits and allow- 
ing for the free entrance of those 
entitled to, admission inside the 
lines. ‘This was the largest force 
of police ever used in Montreal for 
any one duty, 

At nine o'clock the cortege 
started from the city hall and it 
was after ten o'clock by the time 
it had reached St. James’ Cathed- 
ral. Here his Grace» the Arch- 
bishop, sang the Requiem, assisted 
by numerous members of the 
clergy. 

The cathedral, which had been 
beautifully festooned with the 
official Roman Catholic mourning, 
yellow and black, was not, in spite 
of its size, sufficient to hold one- 
hundredth of those who desired to 
be present, the streets and square 
in the neighborhood being thronged 
by tens of thousands of citizens. 

The route of march throughout 
from the city hall to the cathedral 
was lined with troops, the various 
city brigades being drawn upon for 
a thousand men, 

After the final benediction by the 
Archbishop at the cathedral, the 
body was received by Mgr. Ber- 
nard, of St. Hyacinthe, and the 
procession reformed, proceeding to 
the cemetery at Cote des Neiges.

What the Prospective Terminus 
ofthe G. T. P. is Like 


‘The harbor of Kaien Island was 
personally examined and endorsed 
by Mr. Hays and Mr. Morse, the 
president and vice-president of the 
G. Tl. P. railway, accompanied by 
Mr. Bacon, the company’s harbor 
cnyineer, 

Kaien Island is located a little 
north of the north passage of the 
Skeena River, the island itself be- 
ing only separated from the main- 
land by anarrow channel or arm 
of the sea, which extends around 
the north, east and south side of 
the island, at points connecting it 
so Closely with the mainland that 
only a distance of 70 to 100 feet 
exist between the shores, thus mnak- 
ing the bridging of the channel a 
matter of no engineering difficulty. 
The summit of the island is 2,340 
feet above the sea level and runs 
back from three-fourths to one half 
miles to the base of the mountain. 
The terminus, therefore, will skirt 
the coast line and extend for a dis- 
tance of approximately five miles 
around the base of the mountain 
on the west and north of the island, 
On the west shore of Lima harbor 
proper, the terminus itself, with 


the railway depots, wharves and 


shipping interests will be located, 
Following around the islatid on the 
north there is found a section of 
level land which is open park-like 
acreage, which will be utilized as 
the residence portion of the town- 
site. ‘The total acreage of the 
island will approximate 12,500 
acres, most of which is a rough, 
mountainous country, and only 
about 4,000 acres will be available 
for townsite purposes. 


The Lima harbor entrance is 
through a passage of about a quar- 
ter of a mile wide, which gradu- 
ally extends to about a mile anda 
half at the point fronting the town- 
site. ‘he average depth of water 
for anchorage in the harbor is from 
20 to 26 fathoms with excellent 
holding ground, One of the prin- 
cipal features of the location is that 
it is absolutely protected from 
winds from all quarters, the land 
sheltering it in every direction. 
Although the tides are exception- 
ally high and run strongly, all 
along the. northern coast, the 
numerous outlets through different 
channels at this point, have the 
effect of regulating the rush of 
water through the main entrance, 
which makes the flow no greater 
than four knots an hour, making 
the passage much safer to navi- 
gation than the entrance through 
the narrows to Vancouver.

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Greater Than Russia 


Collier's Magazine looks for 
great things for Canada during the 
next decade. It believes that 1905 
was the pivot year of the Domin- 
ion. ‘‘For more than a century 
Canada has been climbing it says.’’ 
In the year of our Lord 1905, she 
reached the top of the hill and de- 
monstrated her supremacy among 
the colonies of the world. Now, 
like a toboggan on the side of a 
hill. she is bound to go, and noth- 
ing can stop her, ‘The eastern 
provinces are already competing 
with the New England States in 
manufacturing and milling.  In- 
deed, the twenty-first century may 
find Ontario, Quebec, and the 
Maritime Provinces exceeding Eng- 
land herself as a manufacturing 
country. The wheat output of 
Canada’s vast west has startled the 
world, Between Hudson Bay and 
the Rockies, Greaf Slave Lake and 
latitude 49, is an empire as re- 
sourceful as 55 uropean Russia, and 
thereupon are growing cities that 
are destined to be greater than St 
Petersburg or Moscow. Without 
her wonderful resources in agricul- 
ture, horticulture and fisheries, the 
mines and timber of British Col- 
umbia are enough in themselves to 
make that province a most import- 
ant factor in the federation. While 
the great North American Conti- 
nent is at peace, the Dominion of 
Canada, intrenched behind the im- 
perial guns of industry and prog- 
ress, is driving straight ahead to 
share the supremacy of that conti- 
nent, ‘Ihe world’s greatest colony 
to-day may be one of the world’s 
greatest nations to-morrow. No 
nation on the globe has made long 
cr strides in the past five years 
than Canada, Railroads have been 
building with railroad speed, draw- 
ing the vast continental expanse 
into web-like clutches of steel, 
With another ariny of immigrants 
seeking to scatter seeds on the 
wide, free, virgin soil, and with 
new industries springing into 
being, there is a nation-building 
work for these railroads to do.’’ 

From an American publication 
this is remarkable language. It is 
particularly well worth noting that 
the northern boundary of the great- 
er Russia which is now designated 
asthe Canadian Northwest is 
placed as far up towards the Are- 
tic as Great Slave Lake. ‘The old 
idea about this vast northland be- 
ing afrozen wilderness is giving 
way to a true conception on the 
part of those who are ina position 
to influence the opinion of the 
world most strongly. In this em- 
pire there are to be cities greater 
than St. Petersburg and Moscow. 
Which will be the greatest of these 
centres is not dificult to determine. 
All that is necessary is to take the 
map and note what place stands 
close to the geographical centre of 
the territory indicated and to reach 
which even now all the railway 
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lines doing business in this part of 
the continent are directing their 
energies, 


The advance which is being con- 
stantly made in the direction of 
liberalizing religious opinions is 
shown by the use of Rev. Mr. 
Horsman of Walmer Road Baptist 
Church in ‘Toronto. Some of his 
confrregation objected to the doc- 
trines that he preached, and he 
resigned, Part of the statement 
which he gave to the press of his 
views is as follows: 

“YT hold) that a correct: under- 
standing of all the Scriptures 
demands as keen intellectual pene- 
tration and discrimination as any 
man can bring to them. 

“T am inclined to believe from 
what I have studied of archeology 
and science that the first few chap- 
ters of Genises are to be regarded 
as picturesque descriptions of the 
events to which they refer, since a 
literal record of those events would 
have been unintelligible to the peo- 
ple for whom the author wrote. 
Consequently, while of course I do 
not know, still I regard it as prob- 
able that man’s body has some con- 
nection with the lower orders of 
creation, that God specially guided 
the rapid development of the body 
of some inferior animal until it be- 
came suitable for human life, and 
then by miraculous interposition 
implanted the soul of man.’’ 

These opinions would have been 
regarded as very startling if enun- 
ciated from a Baptist pulpit a year 
or so ago, but so careful a paper as 
the Toronto Globe says that Mr, 
Horsinan has the sympathy of the 
majority of his people and that they 
are anxious to have him stay with 
them. 


Natural gas promises to mean a 
great deal more for a place so for- 
tunate as to strike it than it has in 
the past. Herr Wolski has recently 
taken out a patent in Austria for 
its liquefaction, and that the pro- 
cess has been found asuccess in the 
Carpathian oil fields. ‘Nhe liquefied 
gas begins to distil at about 106 
deg. C., and the first fraction con- 
sists in the main of hydrocarbon 
methane, ‘The vapour tension of 
the liquid is relatively very small, 
and the product can therefore be 
safely kept or transported in ordin- 
ary soda-water syphons.. It seems 
likely to have a great future before 
it for such purposes as lighting 
isolated houses and driving small 
gas engines and motors, whilst 
being a by-product of the petroleum 
industry its cost will be much Jess 
than that of ordinary coal gas, 

The Liberals of North Welling- 
ton in convention assembled have 
protested against the large increase 
in government expenditure, ‘The 
Globe refers to it as ‘the rather 
large yearly expenditure of $81,- 
000, 000."" Nhe use of the word 
“rather’’ reminds ime of the comic 
opera character who did things 
“hardly ever.’’ When it is con- 
sidered that less than ten years ago 
the men who were spending this 
money were demanding an expendi- 
ture of half the amount as scanda- 
lous, it does seem a trifle large. 
No wonder that old-time Liberals 
are coming to the conclusion that 
pressure shotld be brought to bear 
upon the party leader. 


One of the best tributes to the 
new premier of Great Britain comes 
from a party opponent, Ian Mal- 
colm, M. P. Here is what that 
gentleman wrote a month or so ago 


in the Pall Mall Magazine of Sir 
Henry Campbell - Bannerman : 
“He is a man whose soft answer 
in debate has often turned away 
wrath, whose unfailing urbanity 
and cheerful disposition have long 
since won universal recognition; 
whose sense of humor never leaves 
him. He is, best of all, a gentle- 
man in the lighest sense of the 
word, whose public differences with 
friend or foe could never interfere 
with his private friendships,’’ One 
of the best features of public life in 
the old land is that political differ- 
ences do not make personal en- 
emies.

Here and There 


The St. Andrew's Society is to 
be congratulated upon the success 
of its banquet on the I41st anni- 
versary of the birthday of Robert 
Burns. ‘The Lounger’s previous 
experience with St. Andrew’s ban- 
quets led him to expect something 
different in the way of entertain- 
ment than what was provided on 
this occasion, In three Ontario 
towns where he has participated in 
such gatherings, they amounted to 
great glorious drunks, after mid- 
night at least. Much has been 
said about the hard drinking that 
, goes on out west. It may sur- 
prise some people therefore to learn 
that on this oceasion the only 
guests who were any the worse of 
wear at any stage of the proceed- 
ings had done most of their celebrat- 
ing before the dining room doors 
opened and that there were only 
two or three of them at that. The 
after-dinner speaking was of the 
highest order. The speech of prin- 
cipal Rae of the High School in 
response to the toast of Robert 
Burns was an admirable effort and 
when Mr. Duncan Marshall was 
speaking, the Lounger as a humble 
contributor to the press, is proud 
to belong to the profession of 
which he is a member, Mr. Mar- 
shall is an orator in the truest 
sense of the word and one would 
have to go a long way to hear a 
more superb address than that 
which he gave on this occasion. 
| His use of the Scotch brogue added 
much to its effectiveness and his 
jsallies and his stories would be 
hard to beat. Hiven at the risk of 
being accused of stealing copy from 
him, T can’t help repeating some 
of them. Mr. J. R, Boyle, despite 
his name, had protested that he 
was a Scotchman and further 
stated that he had been born on 
the Sabbath. Mr, Marshall held 
that the two statements contradict- 
ed one another for he was certain 
that no good Scotchman would 
ever break the Sabbath by being 
born on it. A fellow-Scotchman, 
who professed to be a teetotaler, 
was reproached by a friend when 
fouud ina tipsy condition. ‘‘And 
you claim to be a teetotaler’’ said 
the friend, ‘‘Well, I am’? was the 
reply ‘‘but ['m no a bigoted one,’’ 
For another a lady, who had been 
twice left a widow, was setting her 
cap for him, She asked him if he 
wouldn't ge up to the churchyard 
and Jook at the monument she had 
erected to her dead husbands, He 
did so and this was the inscription 
which met his eye : 

John Thomson, died—, aged—. 

David Morris, died—, aged—. 

‘Be ye also ready.”’ 

But it must not be inferred that 


Mr. Marshall set out merely to 
amuse, His speech was a powerful 
exposition of the grandeur of 


Scotch character and made a most 
lasting impression. 

The musical part of the pro- 
gramine is also particularly worthy 
of being mentioned, The city is 
most fortunate in posessing such 
excellent soloists as Messrs, Mc- 
Leod, Stutchbury, Hanley, Moore 
and McRae. From first to last the 
arrangements were first-class, and 
much eredit is due Mr. Kinnaird, 
Mr. McJ,ellan and the other ener- 
getic officers who had them = in 
charge. 

Marshall Field, Chicago’s great 
merchant prince, who died the oth- 
er day, was a remarkable man in 
very many ways. When so many 


such Americans are being accused 
of having secured their wealth by 
dishonest methods, it is refreshing 
to read of the career of a successful 
man who had no use for the methods 
of ‘‘frenzied finance.’’ Marshall 
Kield never gave a note; he never 
bought a share of stock on margin; 
he never borrowed; there is nota 
dollar’s iortgage upon any piece 
of real estate or other property 
which he owned; he did business on 
a cash basis; he bought for cash and 
sold on shorter time than any of his 
competitors; he held his customers 
to a strict enforcement of their con- 
tracts. A feature of Mr, Field's 
business methods which his associ- - 
ates say has borne the most valu- 
able fruit, is the inflexible integrity 
of his representations, No em- 
ploye of his firm was allowed to 
misrepresent in any degree the 
qualities of his wares. An enviable 
reputation has been built up on the 
strength of this rule. It was Mr, 
Field’s policy to do business on 
small margins of profit, preferring 
to do large trade, with rapid turn- 
ing over of capital, rather than a 
smaller volume of business with 
proportionately Javger — returns, 
That these methods bring wealth 
is evident from the fact that at his 
death he was worth over $100,000, 
000. ‘This was not so bad for a 
man who started life as a clerk ina 
Massachusetts country store, When 
it is further considered that he 
made all this money without losing 
the respect of those with whom he 
had business, and was regarded as a 
truly great citizen at the time of 
his death, the achievement must be 
regarded as a most noteworthy one, 


In 1882 the establishment of a 
new newspaper in the west was a 
greater event than it is in 1906. 
C, D, If. Wood, the veteran journ- 
alist of Macleod, tells in a recent 
number of the Gazette of the. sen- 
sation which the appearance of 
that paper 24 years ago made, 

“We needed. mighty little en- 
couragement to celebrate in those 
days ‘‘he writes’’ and if whiskey wus 
scarce, there were always, the other 
old standard standbyes. Washing- 
ton’s birthday, the dth of July, the 
Queen’s birthday, Dominion Day, ° 
Christmas, New Years, ‘Tony Lach- 
apelle’s birthday, Saints’ days— 
everything went. Celebrations, 
like coons, all looked alike to us, 
Tony Tachapelle got one of the 
first copies of the Gazette printed, 
and went to bed early that night 
so that he would be sure to get 
everything there was in the paper 
before morning. Joe Carr bought 
ten copies and retired to the priv- 
acy of the Bull’s Head Market, 
where he read each one of them 
four times, and was not seen for 
three or four days. Dick Kenne- 
fick led the artillery brigade and 
fired off the anvils, only four of 
his helpers being seriously maimed 
while the rest lost parts of their 
hair and whiskers. Old Kamoogse 
kept open house and D, W. Davis 
dispensed liquid refreshments, In 
the evening the leading - ladies of 
the town were ‘‘at home’’ and there. * 
was sound of revelry there that 
night, while Ed. Brisbois acted as 
floor manager and became very 
popular with the female sex by re- 
quiring ‘‘de boys to chip in an’ buy 
candies for de ladies.’’ And so 
the Gazette was launched on the 
troubled sea of journalism, and 
there has been more or less trouble 
ever since,”’

One of my readers has written | 


me this week begging for a menu 
and some recipes, suitable for a St. 
Valentine’s party. 

One I noticed outlined in the 
Kebruary number of Harper’s Baz- 
aar suggests itself fo me. ‘Ihe

Oysters, served in grapefruit shells

This is a new way of serving 
oysters: ‘Take all the pulp from 
halves of grapefruit and fill the 
shelves with scraped icé. Make 
five depressions and lay an oyster 
in each on the half-shell, with a 
lemon quarter in the centre, ora 
half a lemon shell set deeply in the 
ice, filled with cocktail. Pass 
horseradish and thin strips of but- 
tered brown bread. 

The souffle is new, and very nice 
itcan be economically made by 
buying the cans of asparagus which 
are filled only with the short bits of 
the vegetable. = Drain the contents 
of one can, removing the hard bits, 
heat wlth two tablespoonfuls of 
cream and press through a sieve.

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Fearful Loss of Life. - 


The full particulars of the des- 
truction of the steamship Valencia, 
off Cape Beale, San Francisco, are 
coming in gradually, and are only 
adding to the horror caused by the 
first -announcement of the awful 
disaster. Probably, to quote the 


* “Vancouver World,’’ the full story 


of the tragedy will never be writ- 
ten. But enough has been gleaned 
from the disinal accounts of survi- 
vors to show that the wreck, in all 
its features, is one of the worst and 
most heartrending that has taken 
place in North Pacific waters, In 
November, 1875, the steamer Paci- 
fic, with five hundred lives, sank 
within fifteen minutes after colliding 
with another vessel. The agony 
and suspense were not prolonged 
then. A few survivors drifted 
about on bits of wreckage, but they 
sank a little later, while but two of 
that ship’s great company were 
preserved. In the wreck of the 
Clallam, that occurred off Victoria 
on the 8th January two years ago, 
the women and children embarked 
in boats, only to be immediately 
The survivors re- 
with the wreck and were taken off 
at two o’clock the next morning, 
In the recent disaster it is stated 
that a dense fog prevailed and the 
ship was running under slow steam 
and from dead reckoning, which 
means that in. consequence of thick 
weather the stn could not be taken 
and the officers were forced to de- 
pend upon the log, the estimated 
speed of the vessel and the force of 
the ocean currents to determine 
their position. A fatal error was 
made, Where the Valencia struck 
is distant at least 85 miles from the 
Umatilla reef, which is just south 
of Cape Flattery, of which the 
captain of the Valencia supposed he 
~ was, When he headed east he 
thought he was entering the straits, 
but where he looked for open water 
he ran against a wall of rock that 
girts Vancouver Island. ‘hen the 
awful truth burst upon hiin and his 
passengers. The latter hastened 
from their rooms in night attire out 
into the cold, biting gale, and anx- 
iously and tearfully awaited the 
coming of daylight. When day at 
last broke they saw that the ship 
lay stern on before a rocky cliff, the 
face of which had been polished by 
the action of the elements that for

and went down with the passengers.

Winnipeg Free Press: Hon.
